AMERICAN CONVERSION — 
. PLANS. : , 

An event of substantial interest 
to shipbuilders is the decision of 


the United States Shipping Board |: 


to proceed with its programme 
for the conversion of more steam- 
ers into motor-vessels, it having 
formally authorised the taking, of 
steps leading to the conversion of 
from twelve to’ sixteen of the 
United States Government’s pre- 
sent cargo ships from steam to 
Diesel propulsion. .When the pro- 
gramme is completed the Shipping 
Board's fleet of motor-ships will 
number twenty-five. - 

It is officially stated that the 
Board has taken'this action “with 
a view. .of obtaining the advan- 
tages of greater speed, wider 
erlang radius, and larger cargo 
space than is possible in the case 
of -steam-driven ships.” The 
speed of the motor-vessels will be 
from 144 to 1.8/10 knots faster 
than the steamers which are 
being converted. Three import- 
ant contracts have been entered 
into in connection with . the in- 
stallation of Diesel engines, the 
vessels concerned being the Inst 
three of the first group of ships 
selected for conversion. | 

These ships are:, (1) “Yama- 
chichi,” which is to have its Diesel 
engine installed: at'.a ‘cost of 
$400,000 by the ‘Newport, News | 
Shipbuilding and Dry ‘Dock Com- 
pany; (2) “West Gamma,”. by the 
Bethlehem Shipbuilding and Dry 
Dock Company for $410,000; and 
(3) “Seminole,” the installation to 
be made by the Todd Shipyards 
Corporation at a cost of $436,000, 
It-is understood that, when the 
Aleet of twenty-five motor ships. is 


‘lrendy, they will be assigned to the 
‘Hlong-voyage trades 


to . South 
America, to Australia, and to 
India. Spee 

This conversion programme 
of the Shipping Board has been 
generally criticised on account of 
its admittedly high cost, but the 
Board feels that, by the award of 
its contracts for Diesel engines 
and for their installation by 
American’ shipyards, it is‘encour- 
aging the development ‘of ‘the 
Diesel engine-building industry 
in the United States, and is giv- 
ing the shipyards invaluable ex- 
perience.

A PRETTY STORY BY TWO 
Oo" ROGUES.

: SWINDLIN G THEIR EMPLOYER. 


. Two fokla,of a Chinese firm in 
Bonham’ Strand East were this 
morning charged before Major G. 
Willson with larceny by baileea of 
$1,000 belonging to their employer, 
‘and alternately, with conspiring to 
defraud. 


Both accused claimed that they. 
had been swindled by confidence 
.tricksters, . 

- According to Sub-Inspecto? An- 
drews, who prosecuted, two days 
‘ago the manager of the firm en- 
trusted the two accused with $5,000 
to pay two bills, one of $2,000 and 
the other of $3,000.. The ‘accused 
paid the $2,000° bill; and then re- 
turned to the master with $2,000 of 
the remaining $3,000, and said that 
they had been robbed of the other 
$1,000. The master handed them 
over to the police. At the police 
station the accused sald that after 
paying the first bill they went to 
a teahouse for some refreshments. 
There they, met two men who sug: 


_ gested that they should keep $1,000 


of the money and return to the 
shop and tell their master that they 
were unable to pay the second bill 
because two of the $500 notes given 
to them were forgerics, . The 
strangers undertook’ to procure the 
forged notes for the accused if they 
agreed to share the $1,000 with 
them, The bargain was struck and 
the accused alleged that they {foo- 
lishly entrusted the two strangers 
with $1,000 of thelr master's money, 
The two men promised to return 
with the forged notes, but they were 
-never seen agains After waiting a 
long, time the two fokis returned 
to the shop with'the story that 
they had been robbed of $1,000. 

After -evidence, both accused 
were convicted on the first charge 
only, and ‘given four months * jail 
each.

SEARCH FOR DEAD WOMAN. 


At yesterday afternoon’s hearing 
of the Castle Penk murder case be- 
fore Mr. R. E. Lindsell, the young 
mui taal referred to by Mr. T. 8. 
Whyte Smith (Asaistant. Crown 
Solicitor)’ in his opening statement. 
gave evidence. 

The girl said that she lived with

Led up to the day of the tragedy 
(April 7), the little girl said after 
the morning meal accused sent her 
gut with two of the children - to 
collect’. fir cones on the hillside. 
They were driven back to the house 
by a’ rainstorm. When they 
arrived there they.found the house 
was locked. ‘They sheltered on the 
verandah, After the rain accused 
sent the witness out to buy some 
takes, and when she returned the 
house was open, The deceased 
was nowhere to be scen, When 
the accused ‘left the house a little 
later, the witness began to search 
for the deceased, She first. went 
to.the attic and there found a 
length of: rope hanging from a nail 
driven into a beam on the roof. 
Under the rope there was a atool. 
She saw some dry bloodatnins on 
the floor which was wet as if it had 
recently been washed. , 
Continuing her search for the 
deceased, ‘the witness went to an 
outhouse-on the right of the main 
building. Here she found the body 
in a sitting position in a large bas- 


-|ket with another basket inverted 


over it, forming a lid. Round the 
neck the witness saw a rope. She 
was too terrified’ when the accused 
returned to say anything to him as 
to what she had seen, Early the 
next. morning, about 6 o'clock, 
when the witness awoke, she heard 


the accused coughing, and, the). 


sound appeared to come from the 
outhouse’ At 7 o'clock, she saw 
the accused drying some wet 
clothes in the kitchen. . 

The little girl then proceeded to. 
describe the accused’s subsequent 
movements, and how he brought his 
concubine, her sister and children 
to the house. On April 11 they all 
moved from Castle Peak: to Sham- 
shuipo where they stayed until the 
accused’s arrest. 

The case was adjourned until 
Monday afternoon next. a

Tn pouring rain, before 4 num- 
ber. of British officers and. other 
ranks at Crookham Camp, near 
Aldershot, recently, two supple 
young German gymnasts gave & 
demonstration of muscle develop- 
ment exerciges on a light double. 
rimmed wheel which runs along’ 
the ground, : :

The 
amount of capital invested in the 
industry in Australia is enormous. 
There may be a lamentable 
shortage of British films in Aus- 
tralia, but there is no public pre- 
judice against them. Australasian 
Films, Limited, probably the most 
powerful “combine” in Austra- 
lia, claims that its theatres show 
21.7 per cent. of Empire films. 
This is‘said to be a greater per- 
centage than that shown in Great 
Britain itself. Both this organ- 
isation and the directors of the 
Hoyt’s Theatre, Limited, have an- 
nounced their intention to give 
pietensnce to British and Empire 

ms. 


On this occasion; however, the 
varicty ia more obvious in kind, for 
the Academy has made a feature of 
pre-Raphaelite and post-Impression- 
ist pictures.

From the information available, 
it appears that the British film 
industry ‘is ina rather chaotic 
condition, and that until it organ-.
